RIO DE JANEIRO (ALN), — 
Practically all Brazilians, except 
Brazilian congressmen, are furious 
at. the action of members of the 
country’s Chamber of Deputies who 
voted by a 102 to 84 majority to 
raise their own salaries 60 per- 
cent. 


The lower house of Brazil’s Con- 
gress took this step just after the 
government refused a petition by 
40,000 railroad employes for more 
pay. The government said the in- 
creased cost of living, which the 
railwaymen had cited as a reason, 
did not justify any wage. hike. 


The Brazilian congressmen,. vot- 
ing a raise for themselves, based 
their action on—the increased cost 
of living. 

Even the Brazilian official radio 
assailed the vote next day as “a 
disgrace to Brazilian democracy 


and public opinion.” It lamented 
that the congressmen gave en- 
couragement to “Communists, who 
will seize upon the issue.” It ex- 
pressed the hope that the Senate, 
which has not yet considered the 
bill, will vote it down,

KUOMINTANG MILITARISTS, _ 
TRUSTS EXPLOIT TAIWAN. 


NORTH SHENSI, Dec. 23 (Tele-| 
press). — Monopoly concerns con- 
trolled by the bosses of the Kuo- 
mintang regime are bringing. eco- 
nomic stagnation to Taiwan, For- 
mosa, by their ruinous exploitation 
of the: natural resources of the is- 
land, according to reports in Peiping 
magazines quoted by the New China 


News Agency. 


These monopolies and the heavy 
taxation enforced by the Kuomin- 
tang government have reduced pri- 
vate business on this naturally rich 
island to dire straits. 


One Kuomintang government- 
sponsored monopoly, the Taiwan 
Sugar Co., has forced cane growers 
to sel] their whole crop to the com- 
pany at extremely low prices. The 
cane and products are then hoarded 
for local -speculation purposes or 
smuggled to Japan, which is short 
of sugar, and - sold for huge profits. 
Resistance by the cane growers to 
the rapacious practices of the mo- 
nopoly have resulted in a sharp 
fall in production. Most of the pri- 
vately owned sugar factories on the 
island operated for only four 
months last year. 


The green tea industry is oper- 
ated in a similar fashion. The 


transport and sale of tea is rigidly}, 


controlled by the Kuomintang’s 

monopoly Tea Co. Ordinary tea 
merchants must pay to the Kuo- 
mintang government as much as 
70 percent of the total value of any 
goods they wish to export. This tax 
is in the form of a “foreign cur- 


2 deposit” and is repaid to the 


mintang Taiwan notes ore of in 
— curreney. 

Taiwan, an ancient possession of 
China, was returned to Chinese sov- 
ereighty at the end of the second 
World War after being a Japanese 
colony since the end of the last 
century. 

Its liberation from the Japanese, 
however, was only a sign for the 
hordes of rapacious Kuomintang 
militarists who decended on this 
fertile island and reduced things to 
such a state that a spentaneous 
popular uprising took place in F- 
ruary, 1947. After a bloody sup- 
pression of the revolt a new Kuoe- 
mintang governor, Wei Tao-ming 
was appointed.

Filled wastebaskets of discarded 
mimeographed copies of letters and 
documents customarily remained in 
the offices overnight. It would have 
been a simple matter for a profes- 
sional operator to get copies of such 
letters. 

SLACK SECURITY 

The slack security methods, ac- 
cording to veteran State Depart- 
ment employes, began at the code 
room itself. The room was almost 
uninhabited -after midnight, and 
there were times when it was com- 
pletely unguarded. 

(Roscoe Drummond, of the ‘Wash- 
ington Bureau of The Christian 
Science Monitor, recently. wrote that 
at one period in the late 1930’s, an 
agent of the German Embassy was 
actually in the code room alone. 
This agent, clad in the uniform of 
a Western Union. messenger, used 
to come to the State Department 
every night between 2 and 4 a. m., 
shouting: “Press release for Mr. Mc- 
Dermott.’’) 

After the cable was decoded, it 
was sent to the duplicating room, 
where between 30 and 50 copies 
were run off on the mimeo. Until 
1943, no one had any knowledge of 
the exact number of copies made. 
But there were always enough to 
put a few aside for future requests, 
and left-overs or smudged copies 
were thrown into the waste basket. | 
“COPIES EASY TO GET 

Clerks in the code room were ac- 

customed to give copies of any docu- 
ment to any official who asked for 
them, or to messengers, from other 
offices in the Department. 
These revelations have done much 
to weaken the case the Un-Amer- | 
icans have built up against Hiss.
